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CLAIMS 

WHAT IS CLAIMED: 

1. \ A method for supplanting a Motif dialog box, comprising: 
interpoSsing a functionality between a graphical interface of an application and an Xt 

Ubrary layered on top an X- Window system; 
intercepting a function call from the graphical interface for a display of a Motif dialog 

box from the X- Window system; 
determining Whether the Motif dialog box is to be supplanted; and 
supplanting tha Motif dialog box. 

2. The method of claim 1, wherein intercepting the function call includes calling 
the interposed function coVesponding to an original function. 

3. The method W claim 2, further comprising redirecting an operating system 
from the original function to th^ interposed function. 

4. The method of clkim 1, wherein determining whether the Motif dialog box is 
to be supplanted includes: 

calling a naming function to\dentify the Motif dialog box in the intercepted call; and 
comparing the name returned by the naming function against a plurality of Motif 
dialog box names that affe to be supplanted. 

5. The method of claim 1, wliferein supplanting the Motif dialog box includes: 
modifying at least one parameter in the intercepted call; 

re-calling the display of the Motif dialog box with the modified parameter; and 
displaying a modified Motif dialog box\ 

6. The method of claim 1, wherein suj^planting the Motif dialog box includes: 
calling a callback function; or 
suppressing the Motif dialog box. 

7. The method of claim 1, wherein, upon determining whether the Motif dialog 
box is to be supplanted, the method includes: 

if the Motif dialog box is to be modified: 

modifying at least one parameter in the intercepted call; 
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^ X re-calling the display of the Motif dialog box with the modified parameter; and 
tX, \ \ displaying a modified Motif dialog box; or 
if theVotif dialog box is to be suppressed: 
falling a callback fianction; and 

ppressing the Motif dialog box.

re-calling the display of the Motif dialog box with the modified parameter; and 
displaying a modified Motif dialog box; or 
if the Motif dialog box is to ba suppressed: 
calling a callback function; and 
suppressing the Motif dialog box. 

16. The program storage medium of claim 15, wherein determining whether the 
Motif dialog box is to be supplanted in the encoded method includes: 

calling a naming function to identify the Motif dialog box in the intercepted call; and 
comparing the name returned by the gaming function against a plurality of Motif 
dialog box names that are to be supplanted. 

17. A computing device programmed tAperform a method for supplanting a Motif 
dialog box, the programmed method comprising: 

interposing a functionality between a graphical interface of an application and an Xt 

Library layered on top an X- Window system; 
intercepting a function call from the graphical interface for a display of a Motif dialog 

box from the X- Window system; \ 
determining whether the Motif dialog box is to be supplanted; and 
supplanting the Motif dialog box. 
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18A The programmed computing device of claim 17, wherein intercepting the 
function call in the programmed method includes calling the interposed function 
correspondingyto an original function. 

19. The programmed computing device of claim 18, wherein the programmed 
method further comprises redirecting an operating system from the original function to the 
interposed functior 

20. The programmed computing device of claim 17, wherein determining whether 
the Motif dialog box isVo be supplanted in the programmed method includes: 

calling a namingVimction to identify the Motif dialog box in the intercepted call; and 
comparing the name returned by the naming function against a plurality of Motif 
dialog box names that are to be supplanted. 

21. The programmed computing device of claim 17, wherein supplanting the 
Motif dialog box in the prograrmned method includes: 

modifying at least one parameter in the intercepted call; 

re-calling the display of theUVlotif dialog box with the modified parameter; and 
displaying a modified Motif aialog box. 

22. The programmed com^ting device of claim 17, wherein supplanting the 
Motif dialog box in the programmed method includes: 

calling a callback function; and 
suppressing the Motif dialog box 

23. The programmed computing device of claim 22, wherein determining whether 
the Motif dialog box is to be supplanted in th^programmed method includes: 

calling a naming function to identify th^^otif dialog box in the intercepted call; and 




comparing the name returned by the naming function against a plurality of Motif 
dialog box names that are to be supplanted.

24. The programmed computing device of claim 17, wherein, upon determining 
whether the Motif dialog box is to be supplanted, the programmed method includes:

27. An apparatus for performing a method for supplanting a Motif dialog box, the 
apparatus comprising: \ 

means for interposing a flmctionality between a graphical interface of an application 

and an Xt Library laVered on top an X- Window system; 
means for intercepting a fimVtion call from the graphical interface for a display of a 

Motif dialog box from ttie X- Window system; 
means for determining whether *ie Motif dialog box is to be supplanted; and 
means for supplanting the Motif aialog box. 

28. The apparatus of claim 27,\wherein the means for intercepting the function 
call includes means for calling the interposed function corresponding to an original function. 

29. The apparatus of claim 28, mrther comprising means for redirecting an 
operating system from the original function to tWe interposed function. 

30. The apparatus of claim 27, wherefSn the means for determining whether the 
Motif dialog box is to be supplanted includes: \
